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The Front Cover 


Southwest Business’ front cover this 
month combines two .timely subjects: 
Christmas and Dallas’ position as an oil 
capital. 

The cover design, by Parker-Griffith, 
superimposes an oil field, cut into Christ- 
mas tree design, on Dallas’ Main Street 
canyon. It emphasizes the fact that Dal- 
las is the permanent key city of the oil 
industry, dependent upon no single field 
or group of fields for its dominance, but 
centrally located to all of the oil and gas 
fields in an area which accounts for more 
than 70 per cent of the nation’s produc- 
tion. 


Needless to say, the oil industry has 
been a tremendous factor in Dallas’ 
sound, consistent growth for the last two 
decades, and is expected to continue to 
be a great stimulus.

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ALLAS is the only major oil city 

in the nation that has never had an 
oil boom to stimulate its growth as a 
petroleum center. Since the earliest days 
of the industry, one city after another 
has claimed to be the “oil capital,” and 
the “capital” has shifted from place to 
place as new pools were discovered, new 


fields developed. 


Dallas is unlike any other oil center in 
that there has never been any impor- 
tant drilling activity in its immediate 
environs. Despite that fact, Dallas has 
grown steadily year by year, and has ac- 
quired many of the greatest producing 
and supply companies in the industry 
and hundreds of important independents.

In every other instance, cities that have 
gained importance as oil centers have de- 
veloped mainly because of the discovery 
of oil near at hand, in some cases within 
their corporate limits. These discoveries 
have led to boom developments and for 
a time such cities have taken on the ap- 
pearance of major oil centers. 


Entirely different circumstances have 
contributed to the growth of Dallas as 
an oil center and to its national recogni- 
tion as the key city of the industry. Sup- 
ply companies, producing companies, in- 
dividual operators, and many others con- 
nected with the industry have located in 
Dallas, not because of any one field or 
any one discovery, but because of the 
city’s unsurpassed advantages and loca- 
tion for permanent executive headquar- 
ters. 
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Other cities that have developed as 
oil centers got their growth from tem- 
porary offices, the bringing in of drill- 
ing crews and other field workers, and 
the establishment by supply companies 
of warehouses and other facilities for 
serving the industry during the develop- 
ment stages. But when the play is over 
and the scene shifts, this temporary popu- 
lation moves to newer and more active 
areas. 


Dallas has experienced none of this 
knd of growth. Its growth as an oil cen- 
ter has been due to its acquisition of con- 
cerns interested not in any one field or 
in a temporary location, but in all of 
the present and potential fields of the 
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Southwest. They have chosen Dallas be- 
cause every major field is quickly ac- 
cessible and because trends in the indus- 
try indicate that Dallas will continue to 
be central with respect to all important 
developments in the industry for many 
years to come. 


The builders of Dallas have held stead- 
fastly to an ideal in all their efforts to 
promote the city’s progress. That ideal 
has been quality. Efforts have been di- 
rected toward building a great city in- 
stead of a big city. And while the city’s

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population is now rapidly approaching 
the 400,000 mark, nothing of quality has 
been sacrificed in its remarkable growth. 


In its efforts to acquire new institu- 
tions, Dallas has sought those whose per- 
sonnel enhances rather than pulls down 
living standards, enriches rather than im- 
poverishes the cultural and social values 
of the community. Its plan of develop- 
ment has lifted the city to third ranking 
in the nation in family income, has made 
it famous far and wide for its magnifi- 
cent residential districts, its hundreds of 
great country estates, its schools, its 
recreational facilities, its cultural activi- 
ties. It has become the ambition of many 
persons to live in Dallas, where people 
know how to live and where every op- 
portunity exists for maximum returns 
in the enjoyment of life at its fullest. 


Seeking as it has done to build a city 
of quality, Dallas naturally turned early 
to the oil industry as one of its sources 
of the kind of growth it desired, for the 
personnel of no other industry fits quite

so well into the scheme of its develop- 
ment as the men and their families who 
are associated with oil. And since Dallas, 
in greater measure than any other city, 
offers to oil men the kind of living con- 
ditions they demand for their families 
the attraction has been mutual. As a re- 
sult many of the city’s most valued in- 
stitutions are connected with the indus- 
try, many hundreds of its magnificent 
homes are the homes of oil families.

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Census Puts Dallas 


ALLAS is on the spot! Right now, 

representatives of the Federal gov- 
ernment in the persons of enumerators 
for the sixteenth decennial Census, are 
calling on Dallas businessmen and indus- 
trialists, publishers and _ agriculturists, 
bankers and oil men, textile specialists 
and steel makers, wholesalers and corner 
stores. They also are making calls in every 
other part of the state. 


The federal men are asking questions. 
Questions about power. Questions about 
equipment. Questions about payroll. 
Questions about products. Questions 
about finance, number of employees, raw 
materials, accounts receivable, expendi- 
tures, sales. Questions, questions, ques- 
tions. 


And in a few more weeks they’ll be 
asking questions about YOU—personally. 
Who are you? Where were you born? 
How old are you? What’s your occupa- 
tion? In what kind of a house do you 
live? Is it supplied with running water? 
Electricity? Bathroom? What’s it worth? 
How much did you make last year? 
Were you living in Dallas five years ago? 
If not, where? 

Members of the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce will be asked the same ques- 
tions as Mayor Woodall Rodgers or City 
Manager Jimmy Aston. The mayor and 
the manager will be asked the same ques- 
tions as the residents of Deep Elm Street, 
and the residents of Deep Elm Street will 
be asked exactly the same questions as 
the President of the United States. 


That’s real democracy in action. And 
that’s why Dallas people—as in all other 
parts of the nation—are ready to answer. 

These inquiries are not being made by 
any investigative body of the Federal 
government, nor by any agency inter- 
ested in regulation or taxation. This time 
the U. S. Bureau of the Census is asking 
the questions. And it’s up to Dallas, with 
its reputation of being one of the best 
cities in the United States for both the 
resident and the businessman, to prove its 
claim by actual figures. 


The interest of the Census Bureau is 
strictly statistical. The Bureau has no 
regulatory powers of itself, and it is pro- 
hibited by law from disclosing facts 
about individual establishments even to 
other governmental agencies. Thus, it is 
assured that Census statements will not 
be made public in any other than broad 
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statistical form, and confidential infor- 
mation will not be made available to 
competitors. 


For ‘the Census Bureau, persons and 
personalities simply do not exist. All it 
wants is cold, hard digits: Accurate fig- 
ures, from which an accurate picture of 
the people and business of Dallas and all 
other American cities and communities 
can be drawn. 

Dallas has grown tremendously in re- 
cent years. As a modern city, it has plenty 
to brag about. Recent unofficial estimates 
of the population of Greater Dallas (Dal- 
las, University Park, and Highland Park) 
place the figure at about 340,000. In 
1880, just sixty years ago and the first 
year in which an official Federal Census 
of Dallas was made, the total was but 
10,358. 


Ten years later it had increased 267 
per cent, to 38,167. By 1920 Dallas’ 
population had grown to 158,976. Within 
the next decade a jump of 63.8 per cent 
was recorded, to bring the city figure up 
to 260,475 in 1930, exclusive of the Park 
Cities. Dallas County’s population in 
1930 was 325,691. 


Definitely, there is a reason for this 
rapid growth. At the start, the location 
had a fine waterway—the Trinity River. 
That shrewd Tennessee trader, John Neely 
Bryan, liked the site back in 1841—just 
ninety-nine years ago—when he hewed 
those first trees to build his little store. 
Bryan’s choice proved itself when his log 
settlement speedily developed into an im- 
portant trading center, with thousands 
of buffalo hides brought in by white and 


Indian hunters. 


Then came other traders, travelers, 
merchants. Railroads and highways led 
here. A city had been born—Dallas, 
named after the vice president of the 
United States who had urged the admis- 
sion of the independent republic of Texas 
to the Union. Dallas now is one of the 
leading cities of the country—the indus- 
trial, agricultural, financial, marketing, 
and educational center of a 400-mile 
trading area. 


Other towns and cities, too, have 
grown; not only in Texas, but through- 
out the entire United States. Compari- 
sons can be made, admittedly, and the 
people of one city can easily say that 
their city is better than somebody’s else. 
But mere claims are not proof. Statistics, 
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carefully and accurately collected by a 
disinterested agency, can prove claims. 
That’s why the interest of Dallas in the 
present Census is just as great, or even 
greater, than the interest of the U. S. 
Bureau of the Census itself. 


In order that local interest may operate 
to secure a complete and accurate Census 
of Dallas and the Dallas district, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Harry L. Hopkins has 
asked Mayor Rodgers and the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce to cooperate with 
the Census Bureau in the various phases of 
the 1940 Census. 


This cooperation was speedily forth- 
coming, and various committees are al- 
ready at work. 


Appointed by William L. Austin, Di- 
rector of the Census, Washington, as 
Census area manager of the Dallas Dis- 
trict is Mark Marshall, of Chico. His 
assistant is J. H. Newett, of Dallas. Each 
has completed a special course of instruc- 
tion in Washington. 


The Sixteenth Decennial Census is 
really eleven censuses, each complete in 
itself and being taken, or to be taken, 
on a nationwide basis. Already underway 
in Dallas and elsewhere are the enumera- 
tions of Manufactures, Business, and 
Mines and Quarries. In the Census of 
Mines, of course, are included oil and 
natural gas producing activities. 


To begin in April are the “domestic” 
Censuses of Population, Housing, Occu- 
pations, Employment, Agriculture, 
Drainage, and Irrigation. 





Big Dallas 


The Dallas whose greatness will be 
reflected in the 1940 Census is shown 
in the remarkable aerial photo on the 
opposite page. It is the Dallas which is 
known throughout the Southwest as 
“Big D.” It is the first city in the South- 
west in retail business, in wholesale busi- 
ness, in number of manufacturing es- 
tablishments, in transportation and com- 
munication facilities. It annually exceeds 
all other Southwestern cities in volume 
of banking business, postal receipts, air 
mail and airline passengers. It leads all 
other cities of the section in educational, 
cultural, medical and hospital facilities 
and in sports and entertainment attrac- 
tions.

Dallas Invites Latin America 
to Spring Market Season

T IS important for our merchants and 

business men to know what the Dal- 
las & North Texas Foreign Trade Asso- 
ciation, in conjunction with the Dallas 
Manufacturers and Wholesalers Associa- 
tion, is doing to bring to Dallas during 
the spring market season, January 22, to 
February 9, 1940, buyers from Cuba, 
Haiti, Santo Domingo, Porto Rico, and 
the republics of Central America, and 
to increase the number of buyers from 
Mexico. 

After a careful study of the feasibili- 
ty of our hopes, and of the relationship 
of our aspirations to the traveling expen- 
ses incurred by buyers from these coun- 
tries in coming to Dallas instead of going 
to New York, we have ascertained that 
by coming to Dallas by plane they would 
save in most instances $125 over the 
cost of the round trip to New York; in 
other instances the saving would be 
negligible. However, taking into consid- 
eration that here in our market they can 
complete their buying much faster than 
in New York, since our wholesale center 
is concentrated in one part of the city, 
the saving in time represents to them 
an appreciable amount. 

We have hopes that we will see the 
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number of Mexican buyers considerably 
increased, and we have reason to believe 
that some buyers from these other Latin- 
American countries will visit us during 
this market season, giving us an oppor- 
tunity to show them what we can do 
for them here. 

We ask the support and cooperation of 
every Dallas manufacturer and business 
man in a great effort to make our South- 
western market season also an important 
market season for our neighbor republics. 
This effort is too great to be handled by 
us alone: we must have the cooperation 
and assistance of every one of our manu- 
facturers, wholesalers, retailers, and busi- 
ness men in general, if we want to lay 
the cornerstone of our foreign trade edi- 
fice on a solid and permanent basis. In 
our Spanish editorial addressed to our 
friends on the other side of our borders 
we have tried to tell them what we have 
here that they can profitably buy in 
competition with other United States 
markets. We also tell them how anxious 
we are to have them get acquainted with 
us and our products. It is our hope that 
they will not be disappointed, and we 
are sure they will not be if all of us 
join hands in this effort. 
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Jascha Heifetz To Appear 
With Dallas Symphony 


From a two hundred-mile radius, reser- 
vations have been pouring into the Dallas 
Symphony office for the January 21 and 
22 concerts which Jacques Singer and the 
Dallas Symphony Orchestra will offer 
with Jascha Heifetz as featured soloist. 
The distinguished violinist will play the 
Beethoven Concerto in D Major for violin 
and orchestra. Conductor Singer has 
chosen Weber’s Overture “Der Frischutz” 
and the Sibelius Symphony No. 1 in E. 
minor, to complete the program. 

Underwriting for the two Heifetz ap- 
pearances is being done by Mrs. Harold J. 
Abrams, whose interest in the Dallas 
Symphony Orchestra has been an im- 
portant factor in its progress for the 
entire twenty-six seasons of its existence. 
Her husband, the late Harold J. Abrams, 
served for many years as president of the 
Dallas Symphony Society. Mrs. Abrams, 
who has headed the women’s committee, 
and acted as vice-president, is an active 
member of this year’s board of directors. 

The January concerts will mark 
Heifetz’s first appearance in Dallas in ten 
years. Of this artist Deems Taylor, popu- 
lar radio commentator, recently said: “It 
is given to only a few artists in any gen- 
eration to achieve perfection, and Heifetz 
is one of those elect few. He has only one 
rival—Jascha Heifetz.” 








ALLAS acquired seventy-three new 

business concerns in November, clas- 
sified as follows: Manufacturing, eleven; 
wholesale, twenty; retail, twenty-six; oil 
companies, two; miscellaneous, fourteen. 
In the total are nine branches of national 
concerns. 


One concern moved its national head- 
quarters to Dallas—the Widlar Division 
of Standard Brands, Inc. This firm was 
formerly located in Cleveland, Ohio. It 
operates a number of pickle plants, in- 
cluding plants at Texarkana, Texas, and 
Wiggins, Mississippi. Space has been 
leased on the tenth floor of the Southland 
Life Building, and the national headquar- 
ters of the company have already been 
moved to Dallas and installed in their 
new quarters. H. F. Carson is General 
Manager. The transfer brought a number 
of families from Cleveland to Dallas.

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Forty years ago the Southwest was still a frontier country. It was sparsely settled. It depended 
upon agriculture, livestock raising and lumbering for its livelihood. It had no big cities. It had few 
attractions for industry. 

Today the Southwest is the fastest growing region in America. It has great cities, and even its 
smaller cities have doubled and trebled in population. Its buying power has more than kept pace with 
the increase in population. It has come through the worst depression in history with so few scars that 
people in other regions say enviously, ‘““You didn’t even have a depression down there”.

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tion increase, in turn, has created more business for the merchant, the banker, the insurance man, the 
manufacturer, the transportation agencies. 


The Southwest would have obtained this growth ultimately, it is true. But the oil industry brought 
population and buying power far more rapidly than could have been foreseen at the turn of the century. 
It provided an additional diversification to balance the Southwest’s dependence upon agriculture, live- 
stock raising and lumbering. It has brought the Southwest to the point that it is the most attractive 
region in America for industry today, to the point that it holds greater promise for future develop- 
ment than any other section of the country. 


Today, the oil industry is the greatest single source of wealth in the Southwest. Oil has replaced 
cotton as the economic king. It is conservatively estimated that more than 200,000 families in Texas 
alone are directly dependent upon the oil industry for their livelihood. Hundreds of thousands of others 
are indirectly dependent—because the margin of buying power provided by the oil industry has made, 
and maintains, the payrolls on which they exist. Taxes paid by the industry—direct and indirect, ob- 
vious and hidden—are so many and so great that practically every unit of government would be 
crippled if its revenues from the oil industry were cut off. 

The oil industry is still young. The Southwest is still young. Together, they can achieve great 
things in the future.

PLAYING THE GAME 


BY JOHN KIERAN 


BOUT a quarter of a century ago 
A a letter was dropped in a post box 
in Boston. The letter was properly sealed 
and stamped but the only address on it 
was a large “6” on the front of the en- 
velope. 

The first postal clerk who handled it 
took a look, grinned and sent it on to the 
one man in the country for whom it 
was meant. No further name or address 
was needed. A large “6” meant “Bix Six”, 
or Christy Mathewson, the athletic idol 
of his day and probably the greatest base- 
ball pitcher this country ever saw. 


Everybody knew “Matty”. They knew 
that he had been born in Factoryville, 
Pa., of old American stock, that he had 
been a fine student and a great baseball 
and football player for Bucknell College, 
that he had risen to fame as a remarkable 
pitcher with the great New York Giants 
of old days. They knew that he had pitch- 
ed and won three shutout games against 
the Athletics in the world series of 1905 
—still a record on the books—and that 
through all the years of his prominence 
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and success as an athlete, no finer charac- 
ter strode across the field of any sport. 


But the millions who cheered him in 
great games—and the now elderly root- 
ers who remember the thrill they had 
when they saw him take the mound in 
any of his famous pitching duels with 
Three-Fingered Brown of the old Chicago 
Cubs—knew little of an even greater 
game in which Big Six showed the same 
coolness under fire and grit in the pinch 
that made him the master of the baseball 
moundsmen of America. 


When his active days of pitching were 
over, Matty, because of his character and 
his knowledge of men and baseball, was 
made manager of the Cincinnati team. 
But before he could make his mark as 
a manager, the United States entered the 
World War. Immediately Matty volun- 
teered for service and soon he was in 
France, an officer in the Gas and Flame 
Corps of the American Expeditionary 
Force. Big and strong as he was, long 
hours, bad weather and exposure to gas 
in the field weakened him. The influenza 
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that ravaged the camps in France put 
him in a hospital. When he returned from 
France he was demobilized with an ail- 
ment that was diagnosed as ‘“‘chronic 
bronchitis”. It ultimately turned out to 
be pulmonary tuberculosis. 


Then Matty, the courageous pitcher 
who never flinched in the fight and fury 
of a great battle on the diamond, knew 
he was in for the fight of his life—a 
fight for his life. And he didn’t flinch. 
He didn’t whine or complain. And above 
all, he didn’t quit! He said he could win 
this game, too. All he wanted was to 
be told the rules. Then he would play 


the game—and win it. 


So the doctors told him the rules. He 
had to leave his beloved game of base- 
ball. He had to leave all his friends. He 
had to go away from home. He had to 
journey to Saranac, N. Y., lie quietly in 
bed, accept every order and follow the 
last details of the instructions of his 
physician. This to a man who, for twen- 
ty years, had lived in the limelight, had 
been cheered by millions, had friends by 
the thousands in cities all over the coun- 
try. He had played that game and loved 
it. Now he was in a far different game. 
He didn’t like it, but he would play it 
with the skill and courage and character 
that carried him to the top in baseball. 


Matty went to Saranac. He and his 
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charming wife, Jane Mathewson, took a 
house and Matty said to the doctor: 

“You give me the signs, doctor, and 
ll pitch the way you say.” 

His weight dropped some fifty pounds 
in a short time. Rumors of his approach- 
ing death spread over the country amid 
great mourning. But up in Saranac Mat- 
ty, lying quietly and following the doc- 
tor’s orders, repeated: 

“I’m not licked; I'll win this one yet.” 

It was found that the disease was con- 
centrated in Matty’s left lung. The doc- 
tors administered artificial pneumotho- 
rax, of which it has been said that “no 
greater ray of sunshine ever has come to 
illumine the dark kingdom of disease.” 
In time, and with patience, courage and 
obedience to the doctor’s orders, Matty’s 
illness was checked and brought under 
control. The celebrated patient improv- 
ed, gained weight, took on color, rose 
to his feet and walked once more on his 
own legs. But to make sure, he spent 
another full twelve months in Saranac. 

To keep an active interest in his life 
and surroundings, the man who had been 
a star on college gridirons, the great 
pitcher who had been the idol of a na- 
tion, took up—with his devoted wife— 
the study of birds and flowers of the 
Saranac regions. Incidentally, he follow- 
ed these hobbies with profit and _pleas- 
ure to the end of his life. 

Up at Saranac one day they told Matty 
that he had won his big game, his fight 
for life. He could go back to baseball. 
But he had to be careful. In February, 
1923, he was made president and part 
owner of the Boston National League 
team, the Braves of those days. For two 
years, with occasional Summer rest per- 
iods at Saranac, he led a busy and suc- 
cessful life as the president of a major 
league ball club. 

But there was a responsibility attached 
to the position and Matty’s own populari- 
ty helped to break him down again. He 
was wanted here, there and everywhere 
to make speeches or lend a hand to a 
worthy cause. From the St. Petersburg 
(Florida) training camp of his Braves 
in 1925, Matty had to go back to Saranac 
again. No flesh or blood or character or 
courage could stand the strain under 
which Matty was laboring. This time hz 
didn’t win the game. But he fought the 
enemy to the last foot of ground, all the 
way to the goal line. 

Eulogies filled the press of the country. 
Baseball had lost an idol. A great charac- 
ter had passed away. But the lesson re- 
mains and the example of his first win- 
ning fight against a dread disease can, 
should and, indeed, must be an inspira- 
tion to those who are now or may be 
n the future fighting this same dread 
lisease. Matty added years to his life 
hrough coolness, courage and intelligence

when faced by one of the arch-enemies 
of Life. His intelligence showed itself in 
the way he trusted those who knew and 
followed their orders. His coolness show- 
ed itself in the way he went about find- 
ing new mental resources when the whole 
world was changed around him. His cour- 
age showed itself when all his friends 
had lost hope and Matty, saying it grim- 
ly and believing it firmly, muttered day 
after day: 

“T’ll win this game yet.” 

New methods of treatment have been 
found. Doctors and nurses are gaining 
on the disease. Time and tide and scien- 
tific development have brought in many 
aids in the great fight. Christmas Seals 
have played an important part of course. 
But, in a helpful way, no substitutes 
have been found to surpass the qualities 
that, within the patient, added years to 
the life of Christy Mathewson, a great 
athlete and a national idol: coolness, 
courage and intelligence. 


If Matty had written out the rules for 
the other players of that great game to 
follow, he probably would have written 
them this way: 

1. Don’t lose your head; keep it oc- 
cupied. 

2. The doctors know; follow their or- 
ders. 


3. You’re not out until you’re tagged. 
Never quit! 





Texas Passenger Car Sales 
Total 58,348 In 11 Months 


As 1939 passenger car sales mounted 
to 58,348 by December 1, a third more 
Texas families were riding in new cars 
than last year, the University of Texas 
Bureau of Business Research has reported. 


November registrations of new auto- 
mobiles totaled 5,565, up several per cent 
over the preceding month but a shade 
under November, 1938, sales. 


Low-priced cars, bracket 1, accounted 
for the entire gain, totaling 3,360, up 
20.1 per cent above October, while price 
brackets 2, 3 and 4 dropped 16.5 per 
cent, 4.2 per cent and 14.6 per cent 
respectively. 

Commercial car registrations, on the 
other hand, gained 8.3 per cent over Oc- 
tober and 14.9 per cent over November 
a year ago, to total 997 for the month. 
Total sales for the first eleven months 
of the year were 10,905, a jump of 28.6 
per cent over the like period last year.

Texas Factory Payrolls 
Top 1938 Levels 


Keeping pace with the 1939 upswing, 
Texas manufacturing industries last 
month held number of employees and 
weekly payrolls to a level encouragingly 
above November, 1938, University of 
Texas business research officials said re- 
cently. 

The University Bureau of Business Re- 
search estimates Texas factories employed 
132,819 workers during November on 
average weekly payrolls of $2,568,507. 
Number of employees was 4.5 per cent 
more than in November a year ago and 
payrolls 6.4 per cent higher. Both eased 
off slightly from October, however. 

In all industries, both manufacturing 
and non-manufacturing, employment 
climbed 4.6 per cent above November a 
ear ago and 0.2 per cent above October 
f this year, while payrolls rose 4.6 per 
cent over November, 1938, but dropped 
.§ per cent from the preceding month.

He 
probably started this habit at the bench 
where he had plenty of time for think- 
ing. The jeweler will continue as an in- 
dividualist but jewelers, to solve their 
common problems, must have an appre- 
ciation of their industry and be proud 
members of it”. 

The American National Retail Jewel- 
ers Association is sponsoring legislation 
aimed at the elimination of misstate- 
ment, fake discounts and methods of 
misrepresentation through inference, he 
pointed out. 

“This work of our national organiza- 
tion is a protection to both the public 
and the merchant”, he added. 

The national president reported on the 
work of several of the A.N.R.J.A. com- 
mittees such as the Wholesaling-Retailing 
committee which has sought to eliminate 
misstatement by unethical merchants, 
the Trademarks and Standards commit- 
tee which is establishing definitions to 
clarify terms used in the jewelry trade, 
and the Silver committee which is en- 
couraging application of the Fair Trade 
Laws.
